Mr. Mellon’s pique at the failure of his 
own tax bill is understandable; but it was 
scarcely possible that President Coolidge 
would take Mr. Mellon’s advice when the 
latter urged him to veto the measure 
passed by congress against his protest. 
That would have been one veto which Mr. 
Coolidge could not have explained. 
The tax law as it now stands is a very 
different measure from the Mellon bill 
but the president would have a hard time 
persuading the overwhelming majority of 
those who will pay taxes under it that it 
is not a very much better law as the 
democrats revised it. 
Mr. Mellon’s bill 
would have brought a much larger meas­ 
ure of benefit to those who pay income 
taxes on huge incomes. 
The number of 
those who would have been helped more 
under the Mellon plan than undei the re­ 
vised plan is about six thousand— those 
who have incomes of more than $64,000 a 
year. 
The number of those who will pay

Speaking for the permanent and tran­ 
sient inhabitants of the 300 miles^ of up­ 
per Mississippi bottom lands which the 
Izaak Walton League of America is ask­ 
ing congress to acquire as a wild life ref­ 
uge, one might say: 
“We, the families of Pelicans, Horned 
Grebes, Great Divers, Black Terns, Bit­ 
terns, Mallards, Canada Geese and other 
large and small birds; and we, the fami­ 
lies of Black Bass, Pike, Crappie, Sunfish 
and other water people, ask to be permit­ 
ted to enjoy this refuge, which has been 
ours from time immemorial, and which 
you human beings can well spare to us. 
“You have invaded nearly all our for­ 
mer sanctuaries and made them uninhabi­ 
table. 
Hardly can we birds who must mi­ 
grate twice a year find any place to 
alight, rest and feed on our weary pil­ 
grimages. 
And we, the finny tribe, un­ 
derstand that your rivers, lakes and la­ 
goons are so destitute of inhabitants, due 
to your pot fishermen, that your govern­ 
ment, whatever that is, had to obtain 
148,000,000 of our young people from this 
home of ours to “stock” these waters. 
“Let us tell you that innumerable song 
birds and insect-eating birds find a home 
in this swamp and wooded area. They are 
safe there for a time, but they wander 
over your land, gladdening your eyes and 
ears and saving your crops. 
Surely they 
should have a refuge in which to feel safe 
and multiply!” 
So much for the “little people” who 
cannot speak for themselves. 
1 he region 
intended to be bought for a íefuge 
threatened by a gigantic draining project. 
It is claimed that draining these swamps 
and turning them into plow land would 
cause vast quantities of silt to wash into 
the river, making navigation more diffi­ 
cult. 
There are still millions of acres of 
other land to be had by the landhungry. 
The area sought to be preserved repre­ 
sents the last unspoiled sanctuary of any 
extent for waterfowl, fur-bearing animals 
and fresh water fish in the upper Missis­ 
sippi valley. 
It is a needed resting place 
for migratory birds. 
For these ieason> all 
lovers of wild life should back up the ef­ 
forts of the Izaak Walton League to save 
it for posterity.

Finally firemen began searching 
for bodies. 
A charred form, almost 
unrecognizable,

Then eight more in a group: arms 
twined one about the other; others 
were found lying upon the blacken­ 
ed springs of hospital cots. 
Mrs. Mary E. Jacobs, operator of 
the school, was not at the institu­ 
tion when the fire broke out. but 
her adopted son, Wilfred, aged 14, 
was there and perished. 
She told 
the police that last night’s fire was 
the fifth at the Hope Development 
School since last March. 
“The four others," she said, “were 
supposedly of incendiary origin."
